W A SH IN G T O N Feb. 19.— (IN S - 
Sen. T a il (R* Ohio, told the Senate 
Monday tha: President Truman - re­ 
cent nominations for high federal 
posts “ have excited 
the Indigna­ 
tion” of the nation. 
Taft made his charge as debsU 
began in the Senate on the coiiiir- 
mation oi George F Allen, presiden­ 
tial adviser, to be a member of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corp. 
The other nomination^ he referred 
to were those of EkiWin W . Pauley 
to be under secretary of the navy 
and Commodore Jam es K. Varda­ 
nian to be a member ol the Federal 
Reserve board. 
The Yardman and 
Pauley nominations are now tv tng 
considered by Senate committees. 
Cites Indignation 
Taft said: 
“ The character of these appoint­ 
ments has excited the indignation 
of the country. 
Mr. Pauley knows 
nothing 
of the navy. 
Mr. Allen 
knows nothing about banking. 
Mr. 
Vsrdman knows nothing about cur­ 
rency or controlling inflation. 
“ W e all were appointed apparently 
because they are personal or political 
friends of President Truman."
